7,' KOREA « Soviet air defense unit probably participating in Korean war t 
tfraf fio .aixalysis strongly indicates that about mid-Kovember 1951 an air 
defense oommander subordinate to the Soviet 5th Fleet moved from the Fort 
Arthur Naval Base to Antxing, 'whioh oontrols Communist jet combat opera- 
tions in northwestern Korea.

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A,t the seone timo> airor&ft of a 5th Ploet fighter division appoar 
to have moved from Port Arthur into the combat area and to have begun to 
ooramunioate on the QCI net centered at Antung. Beginning shortly there- 
after, there were frequent Chinese Conmuniat referenoda to flights of 
"Soviet" MI 0-15 '8 in the combat area. (SUEDB Mr Force Boundup 34,

OOMaent t This is the first indication of the direct participation 
of an air defense organisation of the Soviet Armed Forces in the Korean 
air operations* 

The 5th Fleet air defense offioer in question apparently continues 
to ooramunioate with his Soviet superiors. It is probably that his presence 
in the Antung area represents either an attempt to give him and his 
personnel oombat experience, or a measure to establish closer Soviet control 
over that portion of the oombat operations tdiich are considered a Soviet 
responsibility* 

New Chinese Comnnmist army may be in Korea t The presence in Korea 
of a new Chinese d/ommunist army was indicated in an 8 February message 
■whioh mentiisned the 10th kemy, previously in southwest China, and its 
subordinate Z8th, 30th, and 164th Divisions* The message tends to bear

Oomment i This new identification, in conjunction with other recent 
intelligoio^e that the 16th Army is in the Korea-Hanohuria theater, suggests 
a significant reinforcement of the Communist forces in North Korea*

, Comment % This message probably is related to one on tho previous day 
in ^ich an unidentified North Korean "Minister" was informed that the 
Chinese Air Force Headquarters had ordered the transfer of a Korean unit 
from Anflhan to Tungfeng. Inasmuoh as the North Korean Ist (MIG-15 
equipped) Air Division was still operating in mid-February from Antung, 
it is entirely possible that these messages are related to training flights 
involving both Anshan end Tungfeng. North Korean air activity has not 
previously been noted' in the Anshan-Uukden area* 
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10« Oommunist meBsa^a indioatea posaeasion of TO F->86 t During the course 

of a 6 January dhtneao Communist GCI net transmission, one station reported 
"8 . . . F-86 planes." The other station replied, "those are friendly 
alroraft."

Ootament i The misafed groups in this msBsage oould alter the meaning 
oohsldorably. There is, however, evidence that CommunlBt forces have at

Korea t A North Korean meaaaggf of 21 January indioa-feed that oonimuhioatlon 
bstureen Kaeisong and "the 'Partiaah Supreme Headquartera through direotlon 
number 4" has been effected* It vaa alao dla oloaed that oontact inIII be 


continued "irithout any intermiasion*" (SUSDE L681, 21 Jan 62) 


Comment t This is the first indication since July 1951 that re^dio 
contact between North ICorea and this branch unit has been effected. The 
4th "direction" (branch unit), located in the Chiri>8an area' and comprising 
thd Taat majority of partisans In South Korea, has at times been reported 
as exercising control over the remaining five units* 
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
